Looking back on the voter apathy 
for the Democratic Primary held 
Saturday, May 4, one can only 
wonder what it takes to get people to 
turn out for 
elections. 
Voter 
registration is low enough but when 
only about 35 percent of those 
registered turn out to vote, then you 
have to wonder. 
Some years there is very little 
local interest but this year this was 
not the case as there were several 
locally contested races that added to 
a strong campaign for both the 
senate and the house seats from this 
district. It was not a matter of the 
candidates themselves not working 
to create interest as there were 
many active campaigns that should 
have drawn out the voters. 
James Roberts, writing in the 
Andrews County News, says that his 
father, who he affectionately calls 
the Old’un used to argue that the 
only ballot that really drew record 
turnouts at the polls was 
one 
featuring someone that attracted the 
bile vote. 
The bile bote, he explained, was 
the one that would make the citizen 
go an extra mile in order to scratch a 
name. It’s the “agin” vote that 
empties the bile, vents the spleen, 
and lowers the blood pressure. 
A study of history proves that in 
most instances, a record turnout at 
the polls occurred because people 
wanted to vote against something or 
somebody rather than for an issue or 
person. That’s the bile vote, he says. 
And maybe that was our problem 
in the last election, people were just 
not mad at anybody. But if this is 
true then it is a rather sad cotn- 
mentary on our democratic system 
and its future. 
If our form of government is to 
meet the needs of its people then 
the people are going to have to get 
involved and vote for the kind of 
people that they think will better 
represent them and not just wait 
until some elected official makes a 
mess of things and vote them out in 
anger. 
The bile vote will only eliminate a 
problem after it has developed, it 
cannot bring about good government 
or good representation. 
Voters will be asked to go to the 
polis again June I and decide two 
very important races. Neither 
is expected to bring out this “agin 
vote but this does not mean that you 
can sit idly by and let someone else 
decide who will represent you as 
County

or 
as 
State 
Representative.

Now while we used Roberts 
comments on the bile vote to em 
phasize the need for a better vo 
turnout in the second primary ne 
brought up the matter for an entirely 
different subject. He is upset at 
Ralph Nader again and wants to put 
him on a national ballot and see if he 
wouldn’t draw the largest anti-vote 
in history. 
The thing that has Roberts so 
upset now is the new prescription 
bottle with a lid that he claims must
